THE LAW AND YOU

When an individual obtains automobile 
insurance, one type of coverage that will be 
offered is uninsured motorist coverage. The 
purpose of this -feature is to provide 
compensation to a person in the event he is 
injured by an uninsured driver. A problem 
arises when the at-fault uninsured driver does 
not actually strike the vehicle occupied by the 
insured 

Let's assume that the Plaintiff is driving down 
the road, and another vehicle (the Defendant) 
cuts in front of his car and forces the Plaintiff off 

oad. Let us further assume that there is no 

act between the vehicles. In. this 
hypothetical situation, the Plaintiff loses control 
of his car, and the car goes into a ditch. The 
Plaintift.in this situation sustains severe injuries, 
and the vehicle that actually caused the 
accident flees the accident'scene. 

Since the injured Plaintiff does not know who 
was driving the Defendant's car or whether the 
vehicle was insured, the Plaintiff in this case will 
probably never be able to recover damages 
from the at-fault driver even though that driver 
clearly caused the accident. The question that 
has arisen in several Illinois cases of this type is 





whether the injured party will be able to 
recover under his own uninsured motorist 
coverage. The Courts of Illinois have uniformly 
ruled that without contact between the 
vehicles, no recovery will be allowed under the 
Plaintiff's own policy. The reason Illinois 
Courts have ruled this way is the avoid 
fraudulent situations where the Plaintiff alleges 
that a vehicle cut in front of him thereby, 
causing an accident when in fact this did not 
actually take place. 

In one 1991 cas n Illinois, a Defendant cut 
in front of the Plaintiff's vehicle and the Plaintiff 
swerved across the center line and struck a 
vehicle coming in the opposite direction. 
There was no contact between the unidentified 
vehicle and the Plaintiff. In this particular case, 
all the witnesses to the accident agreed that 
this actually took place. The Plaintiff argued 
that she should be able to recover under her 
own policy since there was no dispute that this 
actually happened. However, even given this 
set of facts, the Appellate Court held that the 
Physical-contact rule would still remain in 
effect, and the Plaintiff could not recover.

at national teenage meet

You would expect a tough, industri- 
al town to bring some power to the 
table. Granite City didn’t disappoint, 
as four local kids muscled in and left 
a strong impression on the toddling 
town once clenched angrily by Al 
Capone. 

John Hipp, a 6-foot, 295-pounder 
who plays football for Traid, took 
first place in the super heavyweight 
division of the National Teenage Pow- 
er Lifting Championships, July 18-19 
in Chicago. 

More than 120 lifters from around 
the country took place in the competi 
tion, including representatives from 
the Tri City Area YMCA in Granite 
City. 

Hipp, a lineman for the Knights, 
topped his competition by squatting 
534 pounds, bench-pressing 292, and 
dead-lifting 551 

“We like to say that John ‘squats 
from the hip,’”’ said Rick Fowler, a 
computer operator who volunteers his 
time to coach the lifters. “‘He’s really 
impressive.”” 

Josh Anderson, who turned 16 dur- 
ing the weekend competition, took 
second place in the 148-pound divi- 
sion, squatting 336, benching 220, and 
dead-lifting 391. 

T.J. Fisk, 17, took third at the 198- 
pound division, squatting 440, bench- 
ing 259, and dead-lifting 473. 

Jonas Janek, 18, placed fifth in the 
181-pound group with lifts of 374 
(squat), 275 (bench), and 413 pounds 
(deadlift). 

“Jonas is sculpted, rock-solid,” 
Fowler said of the standout wrestler 
at Granite City High School. 

U.S. Power Li ig, which conduct- 
ed the championships, was formed in 
the mid-1980s with the purpose of pro- 
viding drug-free weightlifting compe- 
tition. ‘ 

“One of the best things about this 
evyent_was that it was sponsored by. 
U.S. Power Lifting,”’ says Fowler. 
“There are a lot of organizations out 
there, but this is the largest, and 
their No. 1 priority, the reason they 
exist, is steroid-tested competition. 

“When this all started, there was 
no testing. It was just competitions 
by steroid users, for steroid users, 
and that’s very unhealthy, totally 
non-athletic.”* 

Fowler warns that steroid use for 
teenagers is, at the very least, dan- 
gerously redundant. : . 

“Kids of this age are growing like - 
crazy, producing massive amounts of 
hormones naturally, but some of 
them still use (steroids). It is a 
reflection of society’s attitude: “Let’s 
mortgage the future for today.” I 
know my kids don’t use steroids, and 
I wouldn’t deal with them if they 
did.”

Stan Fornaszewski and his Big Band provide musical variety

For more than 20 years, Stan 
Fornaszewski and his Big Band have 
been performing ‘America’s Favorite 
Big Band Sounds of the Past and 
Present’’ to audiences of all ages. 

A native of Granite City, Stan 
Fornaszewski can’t remember a day 
when music wasn’t a part of his life: 
his love for music began at age 2 when 
he picked up his first pair of 
drumsticks. 

His dad, John Fornaszewski, who 
also sold drums out of his Granite City 
music store, gave him the lessons. 

“My dad was my drum teacher,” 
recalls Fornaszewski. “I started on the 
drums when I was 2 and had my first 
steady lessons when IJ was 5.” 

Stan Fornaszewski (pronounced 
for-na-shess-key) also started 
performing at a young age, and 
worked his first professional 
engagement at age 10. 

“T started playing in public as a 
trio,” he said. ‘We played weekend 
dances,” 

The other players were not quite as 
young as Fornaszewski, but were still 
not out of high school. Dave Hylla, 15, 
played electric cordovox. Mike 
Barnhart, 13, played sax. 
Fornaszewski, 10,-would switch 
between violin and drums,

They called themselves the Purple 
Knights, and had colorful outfits to 
match. 

“We wore Bobby Vinton-type shirts 
— purple shirts, white pants, white 
high-heeld dress shoes,’ Fornaszewski 
said. “They were nice shirts, 
actually.” 

The Purple Knights played at the 
Polish Hall, the Czech Hall, and any 
place that was hopping at the time. 

“We were wanting to do more work 
and I was getting a lot of)calls from 
other bands,” he said. “And we wanted 
to join the union so we could get better 
work and play some bigger jobs. 
That’s when we split up because Dave 
Hylla didn’t want to join the union.” 

Fornaszewski was also staying busy 
with other jobs in the area. 

“T was doing about 95 to 100 jobs a 
year while I was in 7th, 8th and 9th 
grades and working five nights a week 
as a musician at Hu Ke Lau in Granite 
City (now the location of Pizza 
World).”” 

At 15, Fornaszewski auditioned for 
the drum chair in Harry James’ Big 
Band in Los Angeles, but decided to 
remain in school; at age 16 he 
organized his own big band. 


He began building a library of music, 


learning to arrange and write and 
orchestrate parts, as well as contract 


bands, concert bands, jazz bands, sweet bands, 
whatever, we don’t limit ourselves to just one or two 
styles of music.

musicians. He started out with a 
full-sized, 17-piece big band. The 
majority of the musicians were high 
school buddies. 

“About 1980 is when I went into 
booking for the band full time,’”’ he 
said, “I had just graduated high school 
and started freshman college.” _ 

Now beginning its 20th year, the Stan 
Fornaszewski Big Band has become 
one of the St. Louis area’s busiest big 
bands, ban yearround for various 
venues throughout Missouri, Illinois, 
Kentucky and Tennessee. 

Fornaszewski attributes his band’s 
success to the variety of music it 
performs. 

“Unlike most bands that label 
themselves as dance bands, concert 
bands, jazz bands, sweet bands, 
whatever, we don’t limit ourselves to 
just one or two styles of music, Our 
instrumentation allows us to play over 
50 years of America’s favorite songs,” 

The band carries more than 600 
arrangements (some 57 hours of 
continuous music) from the libraries of 
America’s most popular big bands — 
including the traditional hits byGlenn 
Miller, Tommy Dorsey, Duke Ellington 
and Count Basie — to the 
contemporary big band sounds of 
today. 

“No matter what the request, we

always have something appropriate,” 
Fornaszewski said. 

In 1991, the Stan Fornaszewski Big 
Band released the St. Louis area’s first 
Big Band compact disc and cassette, 
In 1994, it released its second album, 
Both CDs currently are airing on about 
150 big band stations. 

Fornaszewski said he usually stays 
out of the studio and’is content to 
perform live. 

“Our CDs came as a result of people 
that followed this band asking for a CD 
recording for so many years,” he said. 

Currently, the band is in its 18th year 
performing at the Wilson Park concert 
series in Granite City. 

“The band has a good following. Our 
Glenn Miller concert will be coming up 
at the end of August.”
